Politics as usual is about all thsit can be said about the activity 
of the Executive Committee for this period.

continued its effort to sabotage the Committee re-organization and 
broadening. While C. ;a hesitates to cast dispersions on our ZRCRGHBf 

Tsartner, there can now be no doubt that the XMIALEDICT was aided and sr- 
betted by the ZHCROWNS. /r J views the miALEDICT and the ZRCROWH 

position as follows:

a. The ZRCROWNS have only one groiip of friends among the 
KWWAAHOO exiles— the XTOfALlDICTS. 

b. The ZRCROV05S see the KMVi'AAROO question narrowing down 

to two forces — those led by c- H., the other probably 

spear-headed by .HHCASTIRCr. at the head of a coalition of exiles— 
strongly nro-PlPHIMB and backed by the PBPRIKSS. 

c. The only opportunity for the ZRCROWHS to establish a 
government sympathetic to Her Majesty's government is to marry 
the XNMALBJBICT to one group or the other. 

d. There is a little likelihood of the exile coalition 
cooperating with the ZHGROWIS. The best they can do in this 
respect is to keep them disorganized, hoping to further the 
strength of the XHMALIBICT and attract individuals who become 
fed up with HTEEIGH's lack of success — thus the PBPRIMB backers. 

e. It seems apparent from all reports tha,t an effort to 
splice the XlTMALPiBICT to the Identity (l) group has failed. 
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f Tteas the ZRCEOWSS and muJIBmQT aJe left with only one 
choice — spar for time : attempt to keep the elements in exile dls~ 
organized, and hope that XHlfAtSBIGT can attract the Ockleshaw's 
who will "become dissatisfied with the InactiTity of HTHBIQH. Mean- 
while the PBPSIMES finance the XH>i«dJJDIC5! and thus farther both the 
XHMAtBDICT and the ZRGSOWN alms. 


2. Military Jimta 

Tiiere is no activity to report on the Military Jtmte for the period 
15 Jame to 15 Jnly other than the fact that a chaqge in Cozanandante at 
JBPARSOM occasioned some difficulty at the time. !Ehe political represen- 
tatives in JBPARSON were insistent that the Military Junta make the 
PBPHIIfflS revoke the order dismissing C. 3’. The Junta was 

informed tha.t this was a MAGPIS matter and that HTBEI6H had no voice in 
the decision. 

3 BGFLDMB! Committee 

a. RMBDMPSY 

KMBUMPSY was not pu"bllshed during the period covered "by this 
report due to the following resnonJ 

Por many years the Italian government has "been very lenient 
tovrard exile groups pu"blishing clandestine material, "but recently 
the government has had a change of heart. This has been brought 
about by the fact that many publishers enjoying asylum in Italy 
have not hesitated to slander the Italian state. It has been for- 
thur occasioned by the fact that some Italian government officials 
have acted as "dummy editors" for these editors in order to give 
them a measure of protection. At long last tl» Italian govezumeiit 
has lost its patience and they are now insisting that all publishers 
of such materiel must take out a government license. When KMBBMPSY 
was started, the Italian officials informed HTKffilGH it would not be 
necessary to have a license. About two months ago they reversed 
their position and informed us that while we had done nothing to 
change their opinion, that in conformity with the drive being 3nade 
to license all Tublishers they vwuld appreciate our obtaining the 
license before continuing our operation. Like all things in Italy 
this took time, but we have since been granted a license and 
publication has been resumed. 

b. QXPALIgg 

Q^PALIMO has been continuing along an even "keel and If letters 
from our readers are any criteria, its stattire is growing in the 
eyes of its readers The reader will be interested in knowing 
that not long ago ."BSfllND received a letter from the KMWAABOO Youth 
or,ganization in Iden. (2), telling us v,'hat s.o.b.'s we are, which 
pleases us sine© it indicates they must be reading our material and are 
somewhat stunned by it. 
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c . Leaflets 

T-wo leaflets were prepared during this period — Loth at the 
request of the ZSCHOWS. One leaflet has been translated and 
sent to BOBIBBT for production while translations on the others 
are just being completed.

Here beloir I am presenting the details of the Incidents which took place on 
the 25 and 24 of May 1952 in Lavricsi and in Athens* The reason for the delay in 
the letter Is due to our waiting to see the measures that would be taken by the 
Greek authorities • 

This report does not attempt to judge the guilt of anyopa but only to present 
the actual facts as well as the different versicm of the two parties cm those points 
upon which they differ* The ascertaining of the facts atKl guilt, as well as the 
resolving of such conflicts must be acconpllshed by an official cotnmisslcxi c%>osed 
of representatives of the parties who have sufficient authority to take full respon- 
sibility for the actions of their losmbers. 

The root of the conflict in Lavricn lies in the prq>aganda activity in the caiup. 

The Legitimists hold to the principle that no one should make prq^aganda in the 
camp and particularly not among any registered member of their pai*ty* The Ballists 
claim the right to e^lain the program of their party to everyone who will listen to 
them, and this propaganda has been going on now since the can^ came to existence* 

Both parties, of course, accuse one another that the other party uses offensive ex- 
pressi^xis in their propaganda, and both deny such activity* 

As a ccnsequence of this situation Hamdl Zyppe, about three weeks prior to the 
outbreak of violence at Lavrion, tdd Skender IhuDe that he has notifying him in the 
name of the Legalltet Party not to proselyte any member of Legalitet, and if he per- 
sisted in continuing to proselyte some unpleasmat things would result against Skenc)vr 
Dume; furthermore the leaders of the Legalitet were unable to control the actions of 
their members and consequently could not take any responsibility for any eventuality. 

Skender Dume answered that he would ccntinue to explain the program of his party, 
and that the Legalitet has the same rights toward the members of the Ballist Party.’ 

On Friday the 23 <f May 1962, at S p.m, a political discussion took place in a 
cafe in Lavrion between Skender Dume, Haradi Kcndi, Reflk Talo and Nedlm Totolaku, 
the first two being Ballists, the latter two Legitimists . According to the Legita- 
ffiist version of the stcry, the Ballists made prcpaganda for their program using 
offensive language against Legalitet! . ^ Ballists, on the other hand, admit the 

propaganda but deny the use of offensive language* After this discussion, Skender 
Dxane went to the office of the NCFA where he works (Hamdi Zypce also works here but 
was absent at the time) for the Committee, At 5:30 pm a group of Legit amlsts arrived 
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in the office and asked Skender Dume to desist from making any further propagaMda 
on behalf of his party. *‘hen Skender Dune refused to make such a premise, they 
beat him up and left the premises. According to the declaration subnitted by 
^une the persons who actually entered the office and beat him are toe follaring*

and in addition fifteen other persons waited outside the NCFA office. The Legltamists 
admit that four of the above individuals hate beaten up Skender Ckime. 

As soon as Muharrem Bajraktari learned about the incident, he went to the NCFA 
office where he found Skender Dume. He at once send a messenger to call Hamdl Zypee 
in order to clarifjr the situaticn. In the meantime a group of four Ballists who had 
heard about the incident met Zypee while he was on his way to the NCFA office and one 
of thoa. Msott <^ane Dervishaj struck Hamdi Zypee too continued on his way. ^*he names 
of the Baliist group are as foil owe;

At SiSO pn after the beating up of Hamdi Zyp^e becazae knewn. another group of Iiegita- 
mlsts (according to Skender Dume) headed by Et-hem HadSri^ (Alarupl), Nlazi £aso, 
and Niazi Uulla4^ went to the NCFA office but did not enter and soon withdrew. In 
the meantime, the conmand of the caztp was infermed about the incidents and sounded 
a signal for the refugees to gather in the caBip, Shortly after the entrance of the 
refugees into the camp, a riot trdee out which resulted in the knife woundAng of four 
individuals, two Ballists and two Legltamists t Xhelo Kociu and Xhelo Badlku fron 
Balli, and Zenel Fejzo and Niazi MullaJ frem the Legalltetl. These four and Skender 
Dume were confined to the infiraary wS the ca ip. 

^e investigations were made chi the spot by '^ief of the Allens Section of the 
Greek Gendarmarie for Continental Greece himself, Lt.Col. Niko Panajotakc^oulos and 
by Captain Psimarl, who Intervened and took the word of both parties that such in-

^hus ended the incidents inso far as l-avrion was concerned but unfcrtumtely this 


did not end the affair* 


In the aftemood of the 24 of May. after an ax^guisent Bitar Hasaai struck ^aik 
^\dcmiri in Cafe Bernltsa In Athens, i^ach party describes the incident differently. 

It is Inpoesible to give a concise description of Just what took place, and the mat*' 
ter remains to be clarified by high level representatives of tljie two parties* 

As an Albanian. I have deeply i^grebed the violence cmaiited on the persons of 
Falk ftikitdri as well as Skender Dume and Haadi Zypoe^ fiegardless of the ciretnuBtances; 
I have told each of the above persons that I would do ay best to see that they obtain 
personal satisfaction in this matter. 

To tolerate any violence provoked or not in the sltuatidji in which we are in 
today means to destroy any cooperation among us* and also d^Sredlts us in the eyes 
of those who are supporting our cause* ^herefore I ccnside^/it absolutely essential 
and cnly Just that immediate and example setting measures ^ taken against all those 
who have committed acts of violence personally regardless of < party membership* and 
regardless of any Justification whatsoever. The solution of; any conflicts which come 
up between tte parties must be handled ty the respective lexers of the parties. Un- 
fortunately for reascns out of my control, it was not possible to take these meosTires. 

I have told tl» above to our Kxnsocmxfr lends in ccmmon and to t^^ pai*ty representatlvBS , 
So far as the role of tlw frieixls in ccmttion is coneemed. you will hoar directly from 
them . 

The Greek authorities took the following measures: 'First* they interned Ditar 
Hasanl to the island of Byros, and secondly they removed frrm La^ion, Hyson Xhel- 
ili and sent him to Athens saying this was a temporary measure to calm down the 
situation in Lavrlon. the Greek auth Titles also declareid that' they did not con- 
sider it newessaiy to take any other measure since bb^y believe the situation to 

i' 
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be conferca^ As for myself, I have not considered it wise to approatthkhe Greek 

authorities. They certainly would have carried oat their opinions. If I iid 
have intoned, aay measure they took would have been interpreted as being i^pired 
by me. Besides to utilise the services of the Greek police to prosecute the kfendews 
is a debateable questicvj* notwithstanding that thei« is often no other recours^ in 
Snot such cases as tte present, i 


Though the situation has calmed down m the surface appearance, the tcnsioii\c(Mibi- 
nues in reality and will not decrease withcwt radical intervention by the party i \ 
leaders into their own party membership. As a consequence of these acts of vlolpn)s|e, 
the prestige of the parties ax fron the point of view of power has begun to 
play an iiqaortanb role:K2 *he entrance of this prestige factor is an unending soh^e \ 

IJfir further acts of violence, 1 

In order to create a tolerable situation, I recamend that a commission be ^ormd<|\ 
to carry out any investigation of these incidents, and to close them in a formal Wan 4 
nsr. IRiat I consider even more nscessary is an agreement concerning a minimm ojf 
courtesy with regards to propaganda at least until the beginning of elections cafepalgnq. 
Another duty which tte partjes must assme is the solution of every conflict by toeans \ 
of high level discussions, and also assisaing the responsibility f cr the politic^ acts 
of their party members, ^f nothing is dene in this directi <aa, the incidents will re- 
cur, and coepertion will soon become impossible, i
